Spontaneous Combustion New Peril 


'Woods Can’t Get Drier 
Without Exploding On Us ’ 


Forest fire hazards in some 
areas of British Columbia have 
become so critical that spontan¬ 
eous combustion is appearing as 
■a cause of new fires, govern¬ 
ment officials reported Tuesday. 

Spontaneous combustion waa 
blamed for one of 14 new Brea 
reported in the province over¬ 
night, a spokesman for the B.C. 
forest service said. 


Another official aaid sponta¬ 
neous combustion is very 
uncommon in forest fires, but 
has been responsible for possi¬ 
bly six fires in recent weeks. 
He said they usually occurred 
in small piles of sawdust left in 
newly-logged areas.

Don Owen, the Vancouver 
forest district protection officer, 
said the southwestern part of 


the province is ready to 

explode. 

“It cannot get any drier with¬ 
out exploding on us," he said. 
“Our big concent right now is 
where is it going to happen. 
One foolish act could do it.”

Three Employees 
Murdered 
In Bank Holdup 



OVERTON, Nev. (UPD — 
Three employees of the Bank of 
Las Vegas here were killed 
Tuesday by a bandit who herded 
them and other workers into a 
vault during a robbery attempt 
that apparently yielded no 
money, the Clark Oouhty sher¬ 
iff's office reported. 

Hie killing of the two women 
and a man touched off an 
immediate air-ground search for 
a suspect which deputies aaid 
they have “positively identi¬ 
fied." They would not elaborate 
on the identification. 

“It doesn't appear that any 


money was taken, said a 
sheriff’s lieutenant in Las 
Vegas, about 60 miles southwest 
of here. 

“We have two planes in the 
air and eight or nine cars have 
set up roadblocks in the area," 
the lieutenant added. 

He aaid the bandit herded five 
bank employee* into a vault and 
shot three of them before he 
escaped. 

TTie last mass alaughtjer in a 
bank holdup was at Big Springs, 
Neb., June 4, 1965, when Duane 
Earl Pope, 23, fatally shot three 
bank employees and wounded a 
fourth at Farmers State Bank.

S. Sgt. Fred Blucher said 
Tuesday night that Banks, who 
fled Canada in 1964 while wait¬ 
ing to appeal a five-year con¬ 
viction for conspiracy to assault 
a rival unionist, will be held in 
New York pending extradition 
proceedings. 

S. Sgt. Blucher said on 
inspector with the Ontario police 
criminal investigation branch 
Archie R. Ferguson, had been 
working with the U.S. marshal’s 
office on the Banks case for 
some time and was present 
when the arrest was made.

Banks, 58, waa taken to the 
federal house of detention in 
New York at 6:30 p.m. EDT. 
He was to be arraigned in fed¬ 
eral court in the borough of 
Brooklyn at 8:30 a.m. today.

M ORE AND MORE PEOPLE are coming to the 
r-nryhadnn that the hope of the world depends 
upon a rapprochement between the United States and 
Ruffia. The difficulty in the way of success in this 
direction is in the stiff-necked reluctance of these two 
great powers to recognize the need. 

Obviously, any sort of working agreement would 
itake more than a little negotiation. It could best be 
achieved by some sort of dramatic act of faith, and 
the lead should come from Washington; for at this 
point it would seem clear that the United States would 
stand to gain most by the creation of an atmosphere 
of trust which could lead to a profitable friendship. 

Once these two were allies against a common 
enemy. Their different ideologies did not preclude 
their effective co-operation. 

But the seeds of doom were sown even when the

Some attempts are being 
made — for example along the 
Great San Andreas Fault in 
California — to measure the 
minute surface distortion di¬ 
rectly with sensitive techniques. 
But such methods can only work 
at sites when* sucoeasive crustal 
movements are known to recur. 

Failing stress measurements 
as a means of predicting 
earthquakes, the only alterna¬ 
tive left Is to try to make some 
sense out of the overall patterns 
of crustal disturbance. 

In fact, the earth’s crust is in 
a continuous state of grumbling 
activity, though most of the 
vibrations — micro seisms ss 
they are termed—are very tiny. 

In addition to having their 
origin in geological processes 
occurring at depth, similar 
signals are produced by sea 
waves pounding the coast, by 
man-made explosions, by the 
wind in the trees and by 
railways and traffic. All these 
tonn a confusing Jumble of 
“ndae.’' 

Is it poasitde to distinguish 
them one from another and,

The commercial operations which so effectively 
nullify the Rhodesia sanctions policy divide into 
two main kinds. One Ls essentially a kind of 
■maggling operation conducted with the aid of a 
bogus certificate of origin. 

Tine complex barter deals 
for disposing of tobacco and 
sugar — set up by clandestine 
“trade commissioners" like 
Harry T. Oxley and John 
Maltas — also come under 
this head. Many of these 
involve substantial sums, such 
as the $5,600,000 deal with the 
French textile magnate 
Marcel Bouasac; some are 
successful and some, like the 
Bouasac deal, come to grief. 

But more crucial than even 
the largest deal of this kind 
are the adjustments to the 
mechanism of international 
commerce which have en¬ 
sured that any Interruption of 
trade by sanctions has been 
minimal up to -now. 


Newall asbestos mined In 
Rhodesia is sold to Southern 
Asbestos. This is purely a 
paper transaction to give the 
acquiescent Portuguese 
"proof" of South African 
origin. 

But the asbestos leaves the 
Turner and Newall mines 
down the railroad to Lourenco 
Marques in the usual fashion. 

The only technical nicety 
the Rhodesians find necessary 
is to “tease" the asbestos 
fibres at the top of each 
sacfcfGll: this breaks up the 
characteristically long Rho¬ 
desian fibres — like the 
numbering, a cursory dis¬ 
guise.

Takes Classic Lead 


The theory that a course has to be extremely long to rate 
a first-class teat of goif is apparently, and happily, being 
destroyed. 

The modem turn of thought in golf architecture puts mere 
length well behind other considerations such as tee and green 
placements, trap arrangement and the premium on the accurate 
shot. 

The length theory has been almost exploded because the 
top players, for whom the stretched-out courses were built 
are still able to reach the green in two shots on holes of up 
to 600 yards—under certain conditions. Moat of the existing 
par five holes of 500 yards and under are within the reach of 
two ihota by most long hitters. 

Thus all par fives are potential birdie or eagle holes, and 
the longer they stretch them out to reduce this happening the 
more anDoytog they become to toe average club member, 
who cannot possibly hope to cope with the extra length. 

— If par five holes are not overly important on a champion¬ 
ship course, the emphasis must be placed on the par fours and 
the par threes. 1 

The good par four must offer a -challenging shot to the 
green ever for the big hitters. To fulfil this functioning, it need 
not be mare than 375 yard* provided the target areas present 
difficulties. , 

In the case of par-three holes, the aim now is to provide 
three or tour holes per course that should each demand the 
use of a different club from the tee. A course with four short 
holes of 200 yards does not offer such appeal as one with 
holes varying from 150 yards to what should be limit of about 
220 yards. 

At the shorter par four and par three holes, the greens 
should either be smaller or narrower than those demanding a 
longer shot to the putting surface. The trapping or other hazards 
should also be closer. 

So far aa teeing grounds are concerned, there is no change 
of thought in the desirability to have them large and also in 
one piece so far as possible for maintenance cost purpose* 

However, toe kng narrow tee which gives a great variety 
In yardage of the hole from front to back, is not always ao 
interesting aa the tee which ia extremely brad and offers 
different angles to the play or toe hole. 

Indeed, among some of the most advanced architects there 
Is a tendency to stress the Irregularly shaped tee which may 
follow local contour peculiarities. This la not only pleasing to 
toe eye, but can considerably alter the method by which the 
hole may heat be played. 

♦ * * 

Col wood Is a good example of a course that has a lot of 
good par four holes, against only two par fives. The Cot wood 
fours are different in character and demand different treat¬ 
ment, and the only fault that might be found with them is that 
20 of them are of approximately the same length. 

Col wood, with its shortage of possible eagles at its par 
five holes becomes a considerable test for the par-seeUng 
golfer and is more difficult to score on than many which are 
5QP yards or 600 yards longer. j 

I was interested at the w eek end in an inter-club match to 
see how the Point Grey course in Vancouver is being altered 
under its 10-year reconstruction plan. 

The 18tfa, which was a moderate length par five that the 
hig hitters could reach with a long drive and a middle iron, 
ha a not been lengthened but has undergone considerable facial 
surgery. 

A huge cavemaue bunker has been placed across more 
than half of the fairway al about 250 yards from the tee. 

Aimed to discourage tnd Is criminals long hitting It win 
Induce many of toe stranger players to go dawn to a three 
or four wood off the tee for safety. 

This has automatically lengthened the hole without adding 
a yard to the distance. Further, an artificial laka to front of 
the left ride of the green has hsi built and Imperils the player 
who tries to make the long approach to the green with a drawn 
■hat. 

When the construction and B eading work is complatod, 
Point Grey will hsve a most interesting closing hole to replace 
a drab straightaway par five that for many was no more than 
• tough four. 

Reconstruction of this nature ia timely In that It recognizes 
that courses can be unproved and toughened in many other 
ways than by merely adding yardage. 

I would say that on a well-designed course 8,300 yards is 
long enough, and that stretching out to the 7,000 yards plus 
is economically unsound, and not in the interest of the golfing 
majority.

"The oil tank 
went off like an atomic bomb. It 
threw Dames 150 feet in the air 
The whole sky wa# red.” 
FOUGHT FACE DOWN 

Flame* from the tank ex¬ 
plosion spread to nearby bush 
and "75-foot trees were taking 
off like match sticks.” 

The heat was ao intense a 
man couldn't stand up to it, the 
fireman said. “Some of toe 
fellows had to lie flat on toeir 
bellies to play water on the 
fire.” 

BIX TBUCK8 NEEDED 

Colwood fire department was 
called in to help contain the five- 
hour blaze and sent three fire 
trucks to join the two dozen 
Langford volunteers and three 
trucks alrewdy there.

Several months later a 
Toronto Star reporter found 
him In New York, still living 
high. He couldn’t be brought 
back to Canada because the 
conspiracy charge is not cov¬ 
ered by the Conada-U.S. extra¬ 
dition treaty. 

Hie flight became a source of 
embarrassment to toe Liberal 
government and the topic for a ! 
series of angry debates in Par¬ 
liament. Opposition MPs said 
the government should file 
extradition charges against 
Banks and bring him to justice. 
They claimed the cabinet was 
not trying to get him back. 

AGAINST DECISION 

Details emerged about a spe¬ 
cial cabinet order to 1954 which 
awarded Banks landed immi¬ 
grant status, despite an Immi¬ 
gration appeal board recom¬ 
mendation that he be deported. 
The board said Banks’ lone 
criminal record in the U.S. 
should have automatically dis- 
qualified him from staying 
here.

British Revival 


LONDON (Reuters) — Prime 
Minister Wilson held talks with 
industrial leaden Tuesday to 
launch his new task of directing 
Britain’s economic recovery. 

He called in top men from 
both the union and manage¬ 
ment side of industry less than 
24 hours after making himself 
overlord of the nation’s eco¬ 
nomic policies in a ministerial 
reshuffle. 

Wilson acted amid growing 
reports that cautious measures! 
to reflate the economy — possi¬ 
bly through a cut in indirect 
taxation — could come within 
the next few days. 

NO INTENTION 

But government sources 
stressed there is no intention to 
■tart a new wages and prices 
spiral that would shatter over¬ 
seas confidence in the pound 
and the improving balance-of- 
psyments situation. 

At the tame time it was wide¬ 
ly expected that enough would 
be dene before next week’s 
annual conference of the 8,- 
500,000-member Trades Union 
Congress to ease fears about 
rising unemployment. 

But though Wflaon seemed tn 
have put himself in a political 


hot spot aver the short term, 
observers thought that Ms uncr- 
thodox move has strengthened 
Us over-all position. 

The Labor administration orl- 
ginally came to power in 
autumn, 1964, on a platform 
centred on a pledge to end once 
and for all the cycle of bal- 

ance-of-payment* crises. 

Until now, the government 
has risked unpopularity with 
voters by clamping down a 
series of austerity measures in 
an attempt to achieve this. 
BEARING BRUNT 

The man bearing the brunt of 
these problems has been the 
chancellor of the exchequer, 
James Callaghan, a potential 
rival to Wilson within the Labor 
party. 

Wilson's decision te set him¬ 
self up now as the man to 
direct a breakthrough In indus¬ 
trial productivity and oonae- 
quent easing of the economic, 
squeeze is bound to detract! 
from any political benefits Cal¬ 
laghan would otherwise expect 
to get

PoHca said the melee during 
the march had resulted in in¬ 
jury to 14 persons, ml least four 
of them policeman, and about 12' 
arrests. 

Thousands of whites, many 
chanting "Kill, kill, km” 
unleashed a final barrage of 
bottles, rocks and other debris 
as the marchers neared the end 
of their jour nay, Police 
answered with tear, gas as the 
Negroes bolted across the long 
bridge to the north side. 

BLACK MINORITY 

A barrage of eggs and fire¬ 
crackers greeted the young 
Negroes when, for the second 
straight night, they marched 
'into the virtually all-white 
I neighhnrhnod.

Don 7 Forget Pansies 


By M. V. CHESNUT 

The lazy gardener, seeking lots of 
color In hi* garden with the least 
possible expenditure of effort, is always 
on the hunt for plants which will remain 
in bloom over a very long period of 
time. Quite often, though, in searching 
for such hlftvdividend-paytn* plants 
among the glamorous new hybrids, he 
overlooks some of die homely, old- 
fashioned subjects right under his nose, 
so to speak. Like pansies, for instance. 

Few of our garden subjects remain 
in bloom over a longer period of time 
than the humble Heart’s Ease, so 
piquantly marked and so sweetly 
perfumed. And few are so appealing, 
especially when used as a dainty edging 
around a bed of taller flowers, or as a 
ground cover for bulbs or rosec, or in 
planters or window boxes. 

* * * 

I imagine moat home gardeners buy 
their pansy plants from the garden 
shops and centres in the spring, but 
there is a lot to be said for raising your 
own from seed, from a fall towing in a 
sheltered outdoor seed bed or in an 
open coldframe. You can choose the 
superior varieties, strains and mixtures, 
or in special colors to suit your 
particular purpose, for unlike many 
plants grown from seed, pansies come 
reasonably true to type. 

For the biggest flowers in widely 
mixed colors, buy Oregon Giairfs, 
Jumbo Mixture or Maple Leaf Hybrids,

as these give tremendous blooms, some 
of them almost the size of a aauoer. For 
special purity of coloring aad form, 
with reasonably large blooms, my 
favorities are the Swiss Giants, particu¬ 
larly those bearing the name of Gustaf 
Roggli, Switzerland's moat celebrated 
breeder of fine pansies.

While there is great fun in growing 
mixtures, and an exhilarating element 
of chance, wondering what special 
beauty will turn up from your mixed 
bag of seeds, it is often desirable to buy 
named varieties, in specific colors, to 
fit in with some planned color scheme 
in the garden. Some of the beat, which 
can be counted on to come true to type 
and color, are the following: 

Ullswater is a dllly in clear, rich 
blue with blue-black blotches. Alpenglow 
produces a velvety-textured bloom in a 
glowing garnet sbade set off by dark 
blotches. Coronation Gold is a particu¬ 


larly fine yellow, rich and clear and 
without blotches, especially good ms a 
bright border edging. Pay Dirt la 
another good yellow, with bigger blooms 
than Coronation Gold but with the dark 
rays which produce the characteristic 
pansy "faces" so beloved <rf children. • . 

Raspberry Rose is a deep ptok which.. - 
always attracts attention because of the , . 
purity of its coloring, while BlumUsalp 
— Flower of the Alpa -r is a slightly 
lighter shade of pink.

King of the Blacks is an extraordl- 
nary flower, quite large, and looking as 
if the petals has been cut out of a piece 
of black velvet. It has a glowing yellow 
spot in the centre, and in my plaints, s 
slight purplish tinge to the lower pMmls. 

If you like black flowers, can . 
recommend also the violas Black Imp ... 
and Little Black Devil. You may have, 
to search around a bit for some of thesc' ohf ,,„ 
varieties — it is unlikely that any ona^, 
seedsman will stock them all. A good ./ 
source for the hard-t-get kinds la? 
Harrold's Pansy Farm, Grant's Past,
